Edward Evercit on our Navy and the
Alabama.

Edward Everett, who presided at the
dinner given by the merchants of Boston
te the Naval Committee of Congress, in
March,  made an eloquent speech con-
eerning onr navy and its work. After
aPuding to the extraordinary growth of
eur naval force since the beginning of the
war, he said :

Every ship yard, public and private,
has been tested to its utmost eapacity ;
every furnace in the country has been
kept at white heat night and day, and an
amount of work has been performed on
the coast and rivers, and a series of re-

swlts achieved. witheut a parallel, as I |
®elieve, when the disadvantages are cou-

referred to as a direct interposition of an
overrnling Providence, it is the arrival of
the heaven-directed little vessel at Fort-
ress Monroe, after her rough, nncomfort-
able voyage from New York, on the
evening of March 8th, 1862, at the close
of a day of havoe, I had almost said of
terror.

Proclamation by President Lincoln.
WasHiNaToN, March 26, 1864,

mies are entitled to the benefits of the
roclamation of the President of the
nited States, which was made on the

ner in which they shall proceed to avail
themselves of these benefits ; and where-
as, the objects of, that proclamation were
to suppress the insvrrection and restore
the authority of the United States; and
whereas, the amnesty therein proposed by
the President was of'ered with reference
to these objects alone,

Now, therefore, I, Asramam Lixcory,

proclaim and declare, that the said pro-
clamation does not apply to the case of
persons who, at the time when they seek
the benefits thereof by taking the oath
thereby preseribed, are in military, naval
or civil confinement or custody, or under
bonds, or on le of the civil, military
or naval authorities or agents of the
United States, as prisoners of war, or
persons detained for offences of any kind,
either before or after conviction, and that,

on the contrm{.

these persons who, being yet at large and
free from any arrest, confinement or du-
ress, shall voluntarily come forward and

restoring peace and establishing the na-
tional authority. :

Prisoners excluded from the amnesty
offered in the said proclamation may ap-
plg to the President for clemency, like all
other offenders, and their application will
receive due consideration.

I do further declare and proclaim that
the oath prescriped in the aforesaid pro-
clamation of the Sth of December, 1863,
may be taken and subseribed before any
commissioned officer, eivil, military or
naval, in the service of the TUnited States,
or any civil or military ofticer of a State
or Territory not in insurrection, who, by
the laws thereof, may be qualified for
administering oaths. :

All officers who receive snch oaths are
hereby authorized to give certificates hay-
ing thereon the names of the persons re-
spectively by whom they are made and
sneh . Teers are hereby required to trans-
mit the original records of such oaths, at
as early a day as may be convenient, to

be deposited and remain in the archives
